Mr. Hayward Says Padlock 
Law Is Only Remedy—Files 
54 Suits Against Violators 


Blames Mullan-Gage Act Repeal 
- for Wide-Open Conditidns— 
Plans.2000 Suits 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (4)—William 
Hayward, States attorney, to- 
day filed §4 injunction and common 
nuisance suits in federal court, under 
the Volstead Act, to close alleged 
saloons, wet cafés,: restaurants and 
cabarets in this city. To the repeal 
of the Mullan-Gage Act, as signed by 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, Mr. Hayward at- 
tributes the present wide-open condi- 
tions, 

Mr. Hayward issued this statement: 

I have filed this morning 54 injunc- 
tion suits asking for the closing of that 
many saloons now running wide open 
in the Borough of Manhattan. 

This is the first of a series of similar 
actions which will ‘be commenced as 
rapidly as the clerks can get out the 
papers, the clerk of the District Court { 
cah file them and the marshal can serve 
them. ~ 

Since the repeal of the Mullan-Gage 
Act, prohibition agents, acting under the 
supervision of my assistant, Maj. 8. H. 
Clark, have been making a survey of 
all the places in which arrests have 
been made since the Volstead Act went 
into effect. The police have co-operated 
by giving us lists of all arrests made by 
them under the Mullan-Gage Act.

Stresemann Cabinet Considering 
a Demand for the Withdrawal 
of Martial Law

BERLIN, Oct. 17—Germany has 
-Scarcely emerged from its last inner 
political crisis, caused by the de- 
mand of the Chancelior, Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann, for the passing of the 
Emergency Powers Bill, and it again 
begins to head for a new conflict. 
This time it is the different treat- 
ment meted out by the Reich to 
Bavaria and Saxony, coupled with the 
activity of the military authorities un- 
der the terms of the martial law de- 
crees, whith are leading to new dis- 
lurbance. Since General Von Miiller 
of the Reichswehr has been appointed 
the chief military authority in Saxony 
under the terms of the martial law de- 
cree, there has been incessant trouble 
‘in that State, which is largely op- 
posed to any return of the militarists 
to power.

Washington, D. C., Selected for Next Shemsial Session— 
Budget of $5,000,000 Is Adopted 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., ‘Oet. 8 (Spe- 
ial)—The urgent needs of the Near 
Jast and the obligations of - America 
o uphold the cause of civilization and 
‘yumexity in that quarter were. elo- 
quently stressed today. before the Na- 
‘ional Congregational Council. by the 
Rev. Clarence H. Wilson, chairman of 
‘he Near East Relief Commission, and 
‘he Rev.. James L. Barton. 

These appeals followed an address

As this was the largest gift received, 
the building was named for her.

But as the school grows a larger num- 
ber of friends are every year added to 
the list.

In theory, the League of Nations idea has many sin- 
cere admirers and supporters in France, as in almost alt 
other countries. M. Leon Bourgeois, the principal 
French delegate.in Geneva, has spent most of his life 
in the: furtherance of such international co-operation. 
French liberal opinion is organized behind it in.a num- 
ber of affiliated societies.” Many of its leading writers, 
teachers, and political leaders are sincere in their. de- 
sire for better international understandings.
